Papiſts,commanders of great forces; whereby many grie- 
vous oppreſſions, rapines, and cruelties, have been and 
are daily exerciſed uponthe Perſons and Eſtates of Your 
people; much innocent blood hath been {pil:, and the Pa- 
piſts have attained means of attempting , with hopes of 


effecting their miſchievous deſigne,of rooting out the Re. 


tormed Religion, and deſtroying, rhe proteſſors thereof, 
Inthe tender ſenſe and compaſhon ot theſe evills, un- 
der which Y our People & Kingdom lyc(according to the 
duty which we owe to God, Your Majeſty,andthe King. 
dome,for which we are truſted) doe moſt carneſtly defice, 
thatan end may be put to theſe great diſtempers and di- 
ſtracions, forthe preventing of that delolation which 
doth threaten all your Majcſties dominions. And as wee 
haverendred,and ſtillare ready ro renderto Your Maje- 
ſty that ſubjeRion obedience and ſervice, which we owe 
unto. you: So we moſt humbly beſeech Y our Majeſty 
roremovethecauſes of this Warre, and to vouchſafe us 
that Peace and ProteQion, which We and our Anceſtors 
have formerly enjoyed under Your Majeſty, and Your 
Royall Predeccflors, and gratiouſly to accept and graunt 
thele our moſt humble de CnPrepetblone, 


I, That Your Majeſty will be pleaſed to dis-band 
Your Armies, as we likewiſe ſhall be ready to dis-band 
all thoſe forces which we have raiſed, and that You will 
be pleaſed to Returne ro Your Parliament, 
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2. That You will leave Delinquents toa Legall try- 
all and Iudgement of Parliament, 

3. Thatthe Papiſts may not only be dis-banded, but 
dis-armed accordiog to: Law, 

4+ That Your Majeſty will be pleaſed to give Your 
Royall afſent untothe Bill for raking away Superſtitious 
Innovations; to the Bill forthe utter aboliſhing and taking 
away of all Arch-biſhops, Biſhops , their Chanccllors 
and Commiſlaries, Dcanes, Sub. deanes, Deancs and 
Chapters, Arch. Deacons, Canons, and P:cbendaries, 
and all Chaunters, Chauncellors, Treaſurers, Subtrea- 
ſurers, Succentors, and Sacriſts, and all Vicars Chorall 
and Choriſters, old Vicars,and new Vicars of any Cathee 
drall or Collegiate Church, & all otherthcir under of - 
cers, out of the Church of England; to the Bill againſt 
ſcandalous Miniſters, tothe Bill againſt Pluralities, and 
tothe Bill for Conlulcationrobe hid with Godly Religi- 
ous andlearnced Divines; that Y our Majeſty will be plea» 
{ed to promiſero paſſe ſuch other good Bills for ſerling of 
Church- Government, as upon con(ultation with the aſ- 
&mbly of the (aid Divines, ſhall be rcfolved on by both 
Houſes of Parliament, and by them be preſented to Your 
Majeſty. 

5. That Your Majeſty having expreſt,in Your anſwer 
tothe Ninteen Propofitions of both Houſes ot Parlia-\ 
ment,a hearty affeRion and intention forthe rooting out 
of Popery out of this Kingdome, and that it both the 
Houſes of Parliament can yet find a more EffeQuall 
Courſeto diſable Icſuires, Prieſts, and Popiſh Recuſants 
trom diſturbing the State, or deluding the Lawes, that 
You would willingly give Y our conſent unto it, that 
You would be gratioully pleaſcd,tor the better dilcovery 
& {peedier conviRion of Recuſants, That an Oath may be 
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eſtabliſhed by AR of Parliament, to be adminiſtred in 
ſuch manner as by both Houſes ſhall be agreed on;where- 
in they ſhall abjure and renounce the Popes Supremacy, 
the doctrine of Tranfubſtantiarion, Purgatory, Wor. 
ſhiping of the conſecrated Hoaſt, Crucifizes and Ima. 
ges;and the refuſing of the ſaid Oath, being rendred in 
fuch manner as ſhall be appointed by AR of Parliament, 
ſhall be a ſufficient conviction in Law of Recuſancy. And 
that Your Majeſty will be gratioufly pleaſed ro give 
Your Royall aſſent unto a Bill for the Education of the 
Children of Papiſts by Proteſtants,inthe Proteſtant Relie 
gion. That, for the more Effeuall execution of the 
Lawes againſt Popiſh Recuſants, Your Majeſty would 
be plealed toconlent to a Bill for the truc levying of the 
Penaltics againſtther, and that the ſame Penaltics may 
be levyed anddiſpoſed of infuch manner as both Houlcy 
of Parliament ſhall agree on, ſo as Your Majeſty be at no 
lofſe: And likewiſe toa Bill whereby the praticeof Pa- 
piſts againſt the Stare may be prevented , andthe Lawcs 
againſt rhem duly execured. 

6. Thatthc Earle of B8riFol! may be removed from 
Your Majeſtics Councclls ; and that both he, and the 
Lord Herbert, Eldeſt ſonneto the Earle of Worceſter, may 
likewiſe be reſtrained from comming within the Verge of 
the Court;and that they may not beare any office or have 
any Employments concerning the State or Commor.. 
wealth. 

7. That Y our Majeſty will be gratiouſly pleaſed by 
A ofParliament toſertle rhe Militia, both by Sca and 
Land, and for the Forts and Ports of the Kingdome, in 
ſuch amanner as ſhall beagreed on by both Houſes. 

8, That Your Majeſty will be plcaſed by Your Let-

e. or if He would fufter 
ITS =] Hirlelfe by any Provoca- 
tion to be drawn to a 
ſharpneſſe of Language, art atime when there 
leemes ſomewhar like an Overture of Accom- 
modation, He could not but reſent the heavy 
Charges upon Him inthe Preamble of thele 


Propoſitions, and would not fuffer Himlelfe to 
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bereproached with proteRing of Delinquents, 
by force, from Iuſtice . (His Majeſties deſire 
having alwayes been, that all men ſhould be 
tride by the knowne Law, & having been re- 
fus'dir,) with raiſing an Army againſt His Par. 
liament; and, to betold that Armes have been 
taken up againſt Him, for the defence of Religi- 
on, Lawes, Liberties, Priviledges of Parliamenr, 
and for the ſitting of the Parliament in ſatery, 
with many other particulars in that Preamble 
ſo often and ſo fully anlwered by His Majeſty, 
without remembring the world of the time and 
Circumſtices of raiſing thoſe Arms againſt Him: 
When His Majeſty was lo farre from being in a 
Conditionto invade other mens Rights, that He 
was not ableto maintaine and defend His owne 
from violence, and without telling His good 
Subjects thattheir Religion, (thetrue Proteſtant 
Religioo in which His Majeſty was borne, hath 
faithfully lived, and to which He will dye a 
willing Sacrifice,) their Lawes, Liberties, Pri- 
viledges, and ſafety of Parliament were ſo am- 
ply ſetled and eſtabliſhed, or offered ro be ſoby

any Committee of both or either, or by any Per-

That as His MajesTr will readily 
conſent ( having done ſo heretsfore ) to the Exe. 
cution of all Lawes already made, and toany 
good Adts to be made, for the luppreſsing of Po- 
pery, and forthe firme ſetling of the Proteſtane 
Religion now eſtabliſhed by Law; ſo He defires 
that a good Bill may be framed forthe better pre- 
ſerving the Book of Common-Prayer, from the 
Scorne and violence of Browniſts, Anabapriſts, 
and other SeRaries, with ſuch claules for the 
Fale of tender Conſciences as His Majeſty hath 
formerly offered.

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If it ſhall be rcjeed,or;by inſiſting upon unrea- 
ſonable circumftances , be made impoſlible, 
(which He hopes God in his mercy to this Na- 
tion will nor ſuffer,) the guilt of the Blood 
which will be ſhed, and the Detolation which 
mult follow,willlye upon the Heads of the Re- 
fuſers. However His Majeſly is reſolved 
through what Accidents ſoever He ſhall be 
compelled to recover his Rights, and with what 
penoon: ſucceſles ſoever it ſhall pleaſe God to 
lefle Him, that by His earneſt, conſtant Endea- 
voursto propagate and, promote the true Prote. 
NantReligion, and by His governing according 
tothe known Lawves of the Land, and uphold- 
ingthe jult Priviledges of Parliament, accordin 
to His frequent Proteſtations made before Al, 
miytity God, which He will alwaies inviolabl 
oblerve, the World ſhall ſee thatHe hath under.
